The resolution calls for an in- 
terim committee of three mem- 
bers of the House to be appoint- 
ed by the speaker to study and 
draft laws prohibiting “persons,

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Let’s Place Reins 
In Proper Hands 


Insurance Commissioner Zack Cravey 
showed his true colors Tuesday in a fran- 
tic effort to throw up a smokescreen 
around the bumbling way in which he has 
handled the facts pertaining to the on 
again, off again, on again raise in rates. 

After blaming the Atlanta newspapers 
for the dilemma in which he has placed 
himself, Mr. Cravey said: 

“We have reduced rates seven times 
since 1948 and despite the 1958 increase 
our fire rates are still 16 per cent less 
than they were in 1948.” 

Note the use of the word “We.” 

Mr. Cravey is quick to take his share 
of the glory for any rate reduction. When 
the shoe is on the other foot, the public 
hears not a mumbling word out of Mr. 
Cravey until the “vengeful Atlanta news- 
papers” uncover the facts to which it is 
entitled. 

Why the secrecy? Could it be that the 
commissioner of various and sundry 
things is more interested in the political 
implications than in giving the public a 
look at both sides of the coin? 

The Constitution is not attempting to 
pass judgment on the justification or lack 
of justification for the rate increases, That 
is a job experts should rule upon. Geor- 
gia vests the authority of granting or 
disapproving rate changes in the hands 
of a one-man dictatorship. 

The over-all arrangement is wrong, 
dangerous and badly in need of changing. 

This state should have a nonpolitical 
bourd of experts on the subject to exer- 
cise jurisdiction over the insurance field. 

This business of select friends of any 
administration being able to obtain an in- 
surance license for fee-splitting purposes, 
although they are not in the insurance 
business and have no intention of getting 
into it, should be halted. The law requires 
that applicants pass an examination in 
order to be licensed. In many instances it 
apparently has been winked at or ignored. 

The insurance business is important to 
Georgia. It provides jobs for thousands of 
people and furnishes an essential service 
to the public. We want to see it grow. 

But the hard truth is that many in- 
surance agents, who live in fear of re- 
prisal and will not speak out publicly, 
have said privately that they believe the 
one-man dictatorship is a drag upon the 
industry, that the “climate” pertaining to 
their business in Georgia discourages some 
of the nation’s largest firms from con- 
structing headquarters buildings here that 
would be tremendously valuable to the 
state’s economy. 

It’s high time the insurance business 
was freed from the iron rule of a czar and 
allowed to breathe and grow under a 
governing board of pefsons more inter- 
ested in the industry and in the public’s 
welfare than in collecting votes.

In 1956 the convention halls of the 
Republican and Democratic parties rever- 
berated with high-sounding platitudes 
and principles of democracy.

Athens—Your editorial about the 
abuse of the fee system of county 
sheriffs is very amusing and you 
all are doing a good job of ex- 
posing this racket which is car- 
ried on in almost all of the coun- 
ties in the state. 

I talked recently with a county 
commissioner who said every 
speeding fine costs his county 
money. 

He said when a person is fined 
$25 for speeding, the sheriff keeps 
$13, the ordinary gets $12 and if 
the person is locked up for five 
minutes that costs about $1.50 
turnkey in and $1.50 turnkey out. 
Then the ordinary gets $2.50 addi- 
tional to turn in a report to the 
highway patrol. So the county 
loses money on the fines. 

Naturally the sheriffs of this 
state are fighting the salary bill 
defeated in committee. 

At every session of the grand 
jury in my county you see the 
same old faces who are either 
handpicked or recommended by 
the sheriff and each report of 
these grand juries finds the books 
of the sheriff and ordinary in good 
order. 

Why not introduce a bill which 
requires published figures of each 
sheriff's and ordinary’s income? 
I want to be a sheriff.

His family. We know from the 
Bible that He experienced nor- 
mal human emotions such as 
loneliness, grief, discouragement 
and despair.

engineers and language students. 

The bills introduced in Senate 
and House providing various 
forms of federal aid add up to 
many billions of dollars. And 
each measure has its advocates 
convinced that in this way, and 
only in this way, can the young 
be trained in the austerities of 
science and mathematics and the 
nation saved thereby. 

In the view of those who know 
most intimately the politics of the 
school issue, the very multiplicity 
of plans and proposals—heavily 
salted with the propaganda of a 
wide variety of interests — may 
result in stalemate and inaction. 
It is a dismaying prospect. 

The critics of the public school 
system include those who are sin- 
cerely concerned over the frills 
such as “co-ed cooking” that 
seem to have supplanted such 
solid subjects as physics and 
plane geometry. But among the 
most vociferous critics are also 
many who have long propagan- 
dized for cutting public education 
back to the three R's. They would 
have not more education but less. 

These are powerful voices re- 
flecting the attitude of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce 
which has carried on a_ wide- 
spread campaign in the past 
against federal aid for school con- 
struction. They express the con- 
cern of those who want to keep 
the base of school support where 
it is now—on the property tax, 
which. is a diminishing return— 
rather than on an income tax or

some other form of levy grounded 
in ability to pay. 

In contrast to those whose ideal 
would appear to be the one-room 
schoolhouse of 50 years ago or 
more, senators and House mem- 
bers have put in a number of 
bills that provide for school con- 
struction as well as for stimula- 
tion of science and technology 
through scholarships and other 
means. The administration's pro- 
posal is for one billion dollars for 
four years with no construction, 
the total for all educational pur- 
poses in the current budget being 
about half that for the preceding 
fiscal year. 

Sen. John F. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts has put in a measure 
providing $1,500,000,000 for public 
school construction over five 
years. 

But the issue of integration has 
already been raised by Sen. Ja- 
cob K. Javits (R-NY) who, in his 
measure appropriating 600 mil- 
lion dollars a year for four years, 
provides that none of this shall 
go to school authorities that have 
not begun to desegregate. Javits 
engaged in a fierce wrangle on 
the Senate floor with Sen. Her- 
man Talmadge of Georgia, who 
said that federal troops might be 
necessary to keep order in some 
of New York City’s crime-ridden 
schools. 

Thus our divisions are empha- 
sized at a time when unity is 
most essential to meet a funda- 
menial challenge.

The trustees also discussed 
plans for a * campus de- 
velopment plan” under which a 
new library, student center, cafe- 
teria, dormitory, and science 
building would be constructed. 


LONG RANGE PROGRAM 


Dr. Donald C. Agnew, president, 
and G. Arthur Howell Jr., chair- 
man of the board of trustees, 
questioned about possibilities of 
campus development, emphasized 
the building program is “long 
range” except for the gymnasium, 

Dr. Agnew said the overall con- 
struction program would cost 
some $3% million. 

Oglethorpe also plans to boost 
its endowment by $1 million, the 
income from which would be ear- 
marked to support the university's 
instructional program, Dr. Agnew 
said. The university is presently 
endowed by $1% million, about 
$500,000 of which is a scholar- 
ship fund and some $750,000 is 
used to support instruction, Dr.

Yehudi Menuhin Offers 


A Definitive Beethoven

Yehudi Menuhin’s reading of the Beethoven Violin — —— 


Concerto with the Atlanta Symphony Orchestra Wednes- 


day night could well stand as the ultimate interpretation 


of the work. 
His performance was exciting 


in its virtuosity, flawless in tech- 


nique and incisive in its explora- 
tion of the score. 

Menuhin’s instrument cried 
with passion against the more 
serene role of the orchestra. 
AMPLE PROOF 

The violinist amply demonstrat- 
ed, in such passages as that at 
the end of the first movement, 
why his reputation as a virtuso is 
so great. 

He is not all razzle-dazzle, but 
a truly great artist: the same 
perfection comes forth even from 
mundane passages, if there be 
any im this concerto masterpiece. 

As has been noted before, 
Maestro Henry Sopkin is consist- 
ently good with Beethoven. In 
Wedresday night’s performance, 
the pace was excellent and the 
phrasing well articulated. 
EDWARD MEYLAN 

The symphony program opened 
with “The Swan of Tuonela,”’ 
which provided a vehicle for a 
superb English horn reading by 
Edward Meylan. 

The orchestra created a lovely 
image from this gentle Sibelius 
work: the swan herself, as paint- 
ed by Meylan, and the water, 
rippling in crests and troughs of 
musical intensity. 

A reading of “‘Sypmhonie Fan- 
tastique’’ was not so successful, 
though one cannot criticize the 
performance itself without first 
considering the work’s potentiali- 
ties, its faults and virtues. 

in the first place, the Berlioz 
symphony could easily have used 
double the number of strings pos- 
sessed by the Atlantans. Sopkin 
was never quite able to exact 
from his players the huge bursts 


of dynamic explosion the work 
really demands. 

Then too, the symphony is epi- 
sodic and, between its lucious 
colors and melodies, inclined to 
wander. Sopkin did not bridge 
some of these unbridgeable gaps. 

There were a few extraneous 
defects, too: the violins never 
quite agreed on the pitch, and 
the brass in the final movement 
sounded more like a boiler works. 

But there were many beautiful 
moments, notably the flowing, 
melodic second movement which 
featured superb harp work by 
Mary Spalding.

“I am like Fibber McGee,”’ he 
chuckled. ‘“‘There’s closets around 
the house I’ve been meaning to 
clean out for years and for one 
reason and another never got 
around to it. 

“Now I won't have much ex- 
cuse for putting it off.” 


GREATLY DOUBT 
Those who knew Hilderbrand 


best in the years he served with | 
the department greatly doubt that | 
he ever shirked any chore.

challenged, the call went out for 
Hilderbrand. 

Back in the early 1940's when 
draftees began pouring into mili- 
tary camips, the question of pros- 


titution and the attending venereal | 
diseases became a paramount is- | 


sue. Hilacerbrand, who was made 
lieutenant July 30, 1942, was giv 
en the cleanup job. 

“Tt wasn't very difficult,” he 
recalled. “All the better people 
were behind us—the press, the 
Chamber of Commerce, the solici- 
tors and the courts.”

What Hilderbrand failed to men- 
tion was the 15-hour working days

stroke which broke the back of

FIRST DAY 


He worked his first day as a) 


policeman on Dec. 13, 1921, and 
was assigned to bicycle duty on 
the southside. Plagued by a lack 
of money then as now, the de- 
partment had no bicycle for him 
to ride. So hé walked. 

Hilderbrand caught a burglary 
suspect that first night out, .a 
youth who fled from a drug store 
with a sack of merchandise over 
his shoulder. 

“He shot at me and I shot at 
him,” Hilderbrand said. ‘He 
missed me. I got him in the arm 
and he gave up.” 

Hilderbrand finally got his bi- 
cycle and in 1928 was graduated 
to the horse patrol. He worked 
off and on from 1932 in the detec- 
tive bureau and in 1945 was made 
detective superintendent. His 
present assignment is head of the 
uniform division. 


DREW CASE 


The one thing Hilderbrand was 
never quite able to finish satis- 
Sactcrily as a policeman was the 
strange murder of Miss Antoin- 
ette Farnsworth Drew. Miss 
Drew, an artist and one-time 
debutante in Atlanta, was found 
dead Sept. 15, 1941, in her home 
at 88 Ellis St., NE. 

Hilderbrand, who was assigned 
to the investigation, felt sure that 
he located the man responsible. 
However, he was never able to 
secure sufficient evidence for 
prosecution.

So much was going on around that elevated 
platform that I forgot to eat, and I’m sure that 
my conversation was even more unintelligible 
than usual. But my host and hostess didn’t seem 
to mind. They were getting a charge out of my 
open-mouthed glimpse into the lives of the Sher- 
wood Forest birds. 


One thing that caught my fancy was the ap- 
parent rank of each winged citizen, and that it 
was recognized by all bird<iom. The bullies in 
the crowd seemed to be the cardinal and the 
flicker, that you and I know as the old-fashioned 
yellow-hammer. 


When they came in to feed, the other birds 
gave them plenty of room. Even the bluejay 
moved back a respectful distance, which sur- 
prised me some, because he makes so much loud 
conversation that I always thought he owned the 
woods.

The platform sat squarely on top of a post, 
which had been raised to a level with the win- 
dow, and could be seen from the dining table. A 
clump of shrubbery grew near the feeder, and 
was protection for the birds if a hawk or one 
of their other enemies happened by. 


I noticed that many of the feathered diners 
arrived by way of the shrubbery clump, and 
always paused there to look around before they 
came to dinner. 


The most popular food Dr. Stoddard had found 
was peanut cake. I don’t blame the birds. I could 
live on that stuff myself. Some birds are seed 
eaters, like the cardinals and sparrows, and 
have beaks built for the purpose of husking and 
cracking seeds. 


Other birds eat insects and must have a pro- 
tein diet. Their bills are slender and sometimes 
curved for probing into tree bark cracks and 
around the edges of leaves and stems to get to 
the insects there. The peanut cake seemed to 
satisfy the whole feathered tribe. 


Herb said that before he had found this cake 
to be the perfect food, he used cracked corn, 
chicken feed and different grains, and tacked on 
a piece of suet, or beef fat, for his insect-eating 
visitors. Sometimes he substituted cracked 
pecans or mashed peanuts until he thought about 
the cake. 


I came home and put up a bird-feeding station 
near my dining room window, and then while the 
idea was new, tried to sell it to everyone I met. 
Those who did put up feeding stations got many 
hours of enjoyment out of them. 


My station sat in the back yard for several 
seasons until the pine post finally broke off at 
the ground. I was too trifling to cut another one 
out of the back lot. But I'll do it for sure before 
spring rolls around and all the brightly-colored 
migrants come through, going north. Maybe I 
can even talk Miss Kayte out of a tad of her 
grocery money to buy a little peanut cake.

ROOM TEMPERATURE 

If a bread box is used for 
storage it can be at room tem- 
perature, clean, dry, and well 
ventilated. Increased ventilation 
should be allowed during hot 
weather. Keep the. box away 
from any sources of heat. Tem- 
peratures above 80 degrees fa- 
vor mold growth. 

Frozen bread will retain its 
original freshness for two to 
three weeks. Freeze in original 
wrappings for short storage pe- 
riods. To use, unwrap and thaw 
at room temperature. Heat, un- 
covered, in a hot oven for about 
five minutes and serve immedi- 
ately. 

Never refrigerate bread, The 
refrigerator temperature of 45 
degr staling.

New Look 
At Jekyll 


The analogy may not appeal to some but I couldn’t help being 
delighted with what one of the legislators said about Jekyll Island 
last week. 

“Man, look at this!’’ he cried as he beheld the ground clear- 
ing and the building that are going on. “Reminds me of an old- 
fashioned cemetery working!”’ 


In a way it does. The baby in the chain of the Golden Isles 
has been unwanted and neglected in some quarters. And now it’s 
blooming with miles of new roads, picnic areas, bath houses, 
beaches and parking areas. By summer the ocean side of the 
island will have two and maybe more motels that are the last 
word in luxury, including suites with glass doors opening out on 
the beach and, of all things, a swimming pool! 


Members of the General Assembly were so pleasea with the 
way things are going on Jekyll under the present island authority 
they passed a resolution this week praising them. Now it seems 
that citizens of Georgia can rest easy about the future of this 
pearl among state properties. There’s every indication that it’s 
going to be developed to afford a maximum of pleasure to the 
maximum number of citizens without sacrificing the flavor and the 
charm of the old. 

Occasionally some of the millionaire ex-owners of Jekyll come 
back and from all accounts they are surprised and delighted with 
how the once-exclusive playground has flourished under public 
ownership. 


Mrs. Ann English, who is responsible for so much of the homey 
charm and hospitality at the Jekyll Island hotel, told me that a 
few weeks ago an elderly woman drove up in a jeep and checked 
in the hotel. She looked about the place curiously and then the 
hotel force saw her eyes were filled with tears. 


The daughter of a New York millionaire, she had come to 
Jekyll on her honeymoon many years ago. The day she returned 
she had just come from her husband’s funeral. 

“She stayed with us several days,’ Mrs. English said, ‘and 
she seemed to enjoy it. I was afraid she would be sad for the old 
days but she told us she was pleasantly surprised to find the island 
flourishing this way.”’ 

Mrs. Tallu Fish, the curator of the museum and one of the 
funniest museum keepers in America, has developed friendships 


with several of the previous owners who are delighted with her 
interest in the past and her desire to preserve relics of their day. 


The reason I say Mrs. Fish is a funny museum keeper is that 
she has the zeal for the job without any delusions about what she 
has to offer there in William Rockefeller’s former 15-room ‘‘cot- 
tage.”” She works hard to present in books, pictures, old furniture 
and other relics a picture of the days of Jekyll’s grandeur. So far 
the state hasn’t been able to give her much of a hand but Mrs. 
Fish hangs on, telling the tourists tales of the other days, exhibit- 
ing the plush and wicker decor with wit and humor, and looking 
forward to the day when she will have a little money to clean 
up and completely restore the old house, catalogue and properly 
shelve the old club records and reports and assemble really fine 
exhibits. 


She doesn’t think she has such a hot museum now. But she 
makes a visit to it a must for tourists anyhow. 


“Be sure and sit in that monstrosity in there,” she tells vis- 
itors, pointing out a hideous, ornately carved ebony chair valued 
at $5,000. “It took a Chinese 27 years to carve it at the wage scale 
of three cents a day. If you sit in it your wish will come true.”

KEEP WELL: TB-Ridden Skid Row Spreads Contagion Everywhere 


By DR. T. R. VAN DELLEN 


Our defense against disease is 
as strong as the weakest link. A 
Minneapolis survey reports that 
tuberculosis was 55 times greater 
among occupants of skid row than 
among city residents. These are 
the men who take temporary jobs 
around town. Many are food han- 
dlers, cooks‘ helpers and dish- 
washers. 

They mingle with the public in 
depots, subways and stores. In

this respect, they are in a better 
position to transmit infection to 
the general population than men 
with more substantial jobs. 


They could be our weakest link 


in the chain of defense against 
tuberculosis by constituting a pri- 
mary source of reinfection. 


It has been estimated that one- 
third of all tuberculosis patients 
confined to. a sanatorium fleave 
against’ medical advice. One-half 
of this group are said to be in- 
fectious and not only jeopardize 
their own health but spread dis- 
ease to others. 

These persons leave the institu- 
tion for various reasons, but in 
most instances the cause is emo- 
tional. Psychic problems begin 
the moment the diagnosis of tuber- 
culosis is made. This malady car- 
ries a stigma that is difficult to 
overcome. It threatens the very 
existence of the individual and 
demands a complete readjustment 
in living. 

Inmates of a sanatorium must 


learn to control the’ hostility and 
aceept all the rules and regula- 
tions without question. The man- 


ner in which the sufferer takes 
his adversity depends in part upon 
his upbringing and mental fiber. 
‘The doctor-nurse-patient rela- 
tionship will be strained at some 
time during the stay and the long- 
er the individual is in the sana- 
torium the more likely he is to 
go AWOL. Recalcitrant patients 
are the toughest to handle. Many 
belong to the skid row group and 
are alcoholics, lonesome oldsters, 
wanderers, or psychotics. 

They are too resistant, obstinate 
and defiant to cooperate, which 
sets up a barrier that hinders 
treatment. All this has a disturb- 
ing influence upon the morale of 
the other patients. 

Many of these stubborn persons 


have basic emotional problems 
that make them behave in this 
way. They are firm believers in 
“I” rather than “‘we.” This back- 
ground, plus an illness like tuber- 
culosis, adds to their insecurity.
